Overall, the student senate handled last week's 12 
hour budget slashing session pretty well. Carving 
$383,000 in allocations, for 34 groups, out of 
$610,000 worth of requests was no easy task for our 
politicos.

Local crazy makes the big time 


How inany students at CSUS remember the “Mur- 
ray” comic strip that appeared last year in the State 
Hornet? Miss it? So do | 

Currentiy, the Hornet's editorial pages have been 
scowling with the work of a nationally syndicated 
cartoonist, Mike Peters. The artist's work is 
imaginative and witty but most of it lacks the 
collegiate flavor of Kevin Fagan, who did the “Mur- 
ray” strip for the Hornet. 

A former CSUS student, Fagan is now attending 
Saddleback College in Southern California. At 21, 
Fagan last March became the youngest cartoonist in 
the United States to garner a syndicate contract. 

United Features Syndicate, syndicators of 
Charlies Schulz's “Peanuts” strip, signed Fagan toa 
contract after Schulz recommended to Fagan that 
he send samples of his work to USF. 

The new Fagan strip, which appeared Monday in 
the Sacramento Union, is titled “Drabble,” and 
follows the style of the bumbling “Murray” comic art. 

Fagan has written the first 200 installments of 
“Drabble,” enough to appear the next six months in 
over 100 daily newspapers throughout the U.S. 
Some of the more notable papers that have picked 
up the “Drabble” strip are: The Phileceiphia Bulletin, 
the Chicago Sun - Times and the Washington Post. 

Since he is from the Sacramento area, it’s refresh- 
ing that a local paper has picked up the “Drabbie” 
series, Which paper isn't as important as the fact that 
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non - student Sacramentans will now have the op- 
rtunity to see and read the illustration and writing 
f a local artist 
Norman Drabble, the central figure in Fagan’s 
ew work, is in a sense a grown - up Chariie Brown 
any of the problems Norman has rivai or exceed 
he failings of Brown. Both are insecure. shy, and 
sonfused and the more they try to correct their 
hortcomings, the more they become entangled 


But beyond the character similarities, “Drabble” 
and “Peanuts,” or any other comic strip, are worlds 
apart. Fagan's style and design are his own and his 
topics, though wide - ranging, cover primarily 
educational follies. 

Like Murray, Drabbie is a 20 - year - old college 
Student, with the insecurities that plague many a 
university zombie: showing up late for class, and as- 
|king questions other students have already asked; or 
‘studying all night on Wednesday ‘or a Friday exam, 
then flunking the Thursday test he overiooked 

Although a divergence from the grade school or 
animal humor of most comic strips, “Drabble” wi! 
bring a new viewpoint to area readers. Sac- 
ramentans can be impressed in genera! wii the 
quality of students CSUS turns out, and in particular 
with the quality of one student, Kevin Fagan

Muerte en e/ Barrio (Death in 
the Ghetto). the current produc- 
tion at the CSUS Playwrights 
Theatre Survives some un- 
convincing acting and moments of 
rather Clinical dialogue to emerge 
as a firecracker emotional drama 

This series of performances 
marks the U S. premiere of Alfonso 
Sastre’s drama. it was written in 
Spain in 1955, but not performed 
for a number of years because of 
Spain's censorship policies. Direc- 
tor Romulus Zamora, who adapted 
the oridinai Spanish to a bilingual 
melange, has relocated the drama 
to an east Los Angeles barrio 

The action centers around the 
death of a young boy following an 
automobile accident. Taken to a 
Darrio Clinic for treatment, the boy 
dies because the alcoholic doctor 
in charge is absent Barrio furor 
over the ‘ncident mounts in the 
suffocating Los Angeles heat 
finally exploding in a vicious meiee 
of pubiic violence as the doctor is 
executed” in a loca! bar 

Told via flashback, the action is 
seen through the eyes of Pedro 
owner of the Moderno Bar, where 
the concluding act of violence 
takes places. Each of the piay’s five 
scenes introduces new Characters 
people whose individual presence 
iS innocuous enough. However 
like pieces in a puzzie when they 
are brought together, they join 
some actively, some vicariously 
in a iurid act of mob violence 

Muerte en e/ Barrio's greatest 
Success IS iN COMmMunNicating the 
cherished serise of brotherhood in 
the barrio 

The first scene has Arturo retur 
ning to the barrio after succeeding 
on the “outside,” only to learn of 
his sons death from his friend 
Paco. It cuts through to the heart, 
not because of any sustained 
emotional dialogue, but because

On the debit side were the un- 
convincing characterizations of 
Pedro and the Detective by Steve 
Padilla and James Stokes, respec- 
tively. The timing and dynamics of 
their conversation in the prolog 
left much to be desired 

While the bilingualism of the 
piece did not detract (for those of 
us who only speak English) from its 
overail effect, the english dialogue 
sometimes sounded rather clinical 
-~ the freedom of the barrio was 
not present. As dramatic and 
emotional climaxes were piayed 
with physical conviction, the 
dialogue which supported these 
peaks seemed rather stale or 
cleansed of true emotion 

Paul Waldo’s set was remar- 
kable for its working simplicity 
Separate corners of the circular 
playing surface were used foreach 
scene, while the whole stage 
served as the Moderno Bar in the 
prologue and epilogue. Chairs and 
smail tables facilitated the 
different locations with only 
minimal props brought in and 
removed during  biackouts 
between scenes. A wonderful an- 
tique bar lended authenticity to the 
Moderno Bar room 

The decision to produce this 
work im the Playwrights Theatre 
was coriducive to the play's overall 
success.

The Assembly Office of 
Research found that at Napa State 
Hospital, one patient out of 406 ad- 
mitted died of drug - related 
Cause= 

in a three - year period, said 
Morris, 1,300 people have died in 
mental hospitals. Ten percent of 
the cases were vither insufficiently 
documented or exhibited drug - 
related events which possibly con- 
tributed to the residents’ death 

The major areas cited in 120 of 
the cases, said Morris, included in- 
competent or negligent actions by 
physicians and nursing staff, and 
Questionable drug prescriptions 
and administration practices 

Morris said that many psychiat- 
nists tend to view mental iliness as 
Strictly biologically based, and 
therefore treatable with medicine. 
“There is no biological proof for 
this contention,” stated Morris. 

There doesn't seem to bea real 
effort to help cure the problems 
that brought the patients to the 
hospitals. Rather, they leave the 
facility drugged, often addicted, 
and with the same problems they 
had when they entered. At best 
they may be quieter,” said Morris, 
‘but not cured 

“Basically what you are taiking 
about is a piace that takes care of 
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society's rejects, or those persons 
who are determined not to fit in,” 
added Morris 
“There are no studies." she said, 
“which indicate that patients leave 
the hospitals any better off then 
when they came in.” 
California law makes it easy for 
persons to be locked away in men- 
tal hospitals, said Morris 
“All that is necessary,” said Bill 
Moss, a psychiatric technician 
with the North Sacramento Mental 
Health Center, “is that a report be 
registered stating that a certain 
person is dangerous to others orto 
himself because of threats or ac- 
tions.” 
if a person is judged unstable, 
or refuses to be interviewed, he or 
she can be picked up by the police 
and taken to amental facility foran 
involuntary 72 - hour evaluation 
After 72 hours, a psychiatrist 
can request that the patient be held 
for 14 additional days 
People have a natural aversion 
to being locked up, said Morris 
They protest being detained: they 
don't like having drugs forced on 
them as treatment, they are not 
cooperative,” added Morris 
The psychiatrist in charge often 
decides to hold the patient for 
another 14 - day period and 
sometimes longer if the patient is 
uncooperative or resistant to 
treatment. “You can see how it is 
one step into the next,” said Mor- 
ris. Patients have been held up to 
to seven years at mentai facilities 
The courts, which must be con- 
sulted in order to hold the patient 
for the 14 - day period, are easy to 
go through Morris said. “The 
judges basically rely on the profes- 
sional judgment of the doctors,” 
she commented 
Morris said that forcing drugs 
on patients constitutes a chemical 
strait jacket. “By taking away a per- 
son's cognitive processes you're 
taking away the person's freedom 
to think, speak and live, because as 
fong as you've got him/her in the 
chemical strait jacket, their power 
to act is gone 
“We are talking about people 
who have committed no crime. 
People, who because somebody 
decides they don't fit in, can be 
locked up for an indeterminate 
period of time. At least in jail,” says 
Morris 

“This is not to say,” added Mor- 
ris. “that the whole system is bad 
It's not to say that all doctors and 
psychiatrists are out to punish

Legislation is needed which re- 
quires that hospitals inform 
patients of what drugs they are be- 
ing given as well as the possible 
side effects. The patients should 
be given the choice to take or 
refuse the drug, said Morris 

A similar law was passed two 
years ago requiring “informed 
consent” for electric shock 
therapy and psychosurgery 

Opponents to informed consent 
state that mental patients are not 
able to make choices. Morris 
answered this argument by quot- 
ing from a paper published by the 
California Office of Legal Affairs 
“There is a widespread mis- 
conception that all patients of 
psychiatric hospitals are ipso facto 
incompetent. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. It is mislead- 
ing to assume incapacity of all 
mental patients to make persona! 
choices 

“However, procedure must be 
established for determining if a 
particular patient is capable of giv- 
ing informed consent, and if he is 
not, a representative or family 
member must be consulted.” 

Morris stated that the CCHR will 
be lobbying the California 
Legislature proposing a bill which 
mandates “informed consent’ 
before psychiatric medication can 
be administered 

“What I'm saying,” said Morris, 
“ts that they should tell it like it is 

“The cost of human freedom 
and rights !s so far out of hand that 
the damage and costliness far 
outweigh any possible benefit that 
could be obtained 

And if there is such a great 
benefit then why, for the iove of 
God, don't we give people a 
chance to decide if they want it.”

Leonardo's little wonders: 
miracle of contact lenses

Step right up, ladies and gents. I'm going to tell 
you something that will change your iife Do you 
wear glasses? Are you tired of the inconvenience of 
changing your glasses’ prescriptions every year 
because your vision gets worse? Tired of the pres 
sure on your nose, temples and ears caused by your 
glasses? Weil you need not fret any longer! Through 
the marvels of science, you can see perfectly well 
without your glasses 





How, you ask? Well, I'm going to tell you now 
Contact lenses. Yes, friend, contact lenses With just 
these button - sized pieces of plastic. you'll be able 
to see better than you did with glasses, with more 
comfort and with fewer prescription changes. Im- 
possible, you say? Tut, tut. Now, wouid | put vou 
on? 

A carnival huckster trying to sell contact lenses 
on the street would lack enough credibility to con- 
vince peopie to use his product. Yet he would be 
nght in some instances 

Contact lenses are truly marveis. Thecor 
credited to Leonardo da Vinci. who in 1508 des- 
cribed several forms of contact lenses 
research and experimentation yielded’ the 
development of a tough, acrylic piastic (polymethy! 
methacrylate, or PMMA) that was called ‘plexiglas 
in the 1930s. PMMA l!enses are stil! the most - widely 
prescribed type of hard contacts, which began 
reaching the public in the early 1950s 

Soft contacts, however, were not made available 
to the public until 1971, when the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration approved the soft lens for general pres- 
cription in the United States. Development began in 
the late 1950s 

Today, over 14 million Americans wear contact 
lenses, and will attest that they see better than they 
did with eyeglasses, look better, feel and socialize 
better since they switched 

Many optometrists contend that contact lenses 
offer greater visual acuity and a more natural field of 
view than glasses can offer. Some attest that hard 
lenses wiil, in many cases, halt the progression of 
myopia (nearsightedness). Some controversy sur- 
rounds the preventive aspect of hard contacts 
however, although the majority of optometrists sup- 
port the theory with actual patients’ results 

Dr. Robert Buffington, a Sacramento optometrist 
who ts a frequent guest on KOVR - Channel 13's 
Morning Scene, is one who believes hard lenses do 
prevent myopia from increasing, and centers his 
practice on “preventive care.” He stresses the im- 
portance of contact jienses for young people 
because of their preventive value 

He explains, “Hard lenses ride on the surface of 
the cornea (eyeball covering) and massage the 
cornea. They have been measured almost 100 
percent accurate in halting vision from becoming 
worse.” He referred to a study released last July that 
explained the phenomenon of the hard lens. Before 
that study, he said, vision stopped getting worse 
with those wearing hard lenses but nobody really 
knew why 

“A lot of optometrists are brainwashed,” Buf- 
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fington explained “They won't be looking for the 
control of myopia and they won't be trving to keepit 
at the same level 

| spent four years at UC Davis,” Buffingion 
added. “When i entered, | saw perfectly well During 
those four years. | went through six pairs of glasses 
and my eyes kept gett:ng worse, until |! got contact 
lenses. 

Buffington pointed out that only two of his 
patients fitted with hard contacts — of over 1800 in 
six years had their myopia worsen 

Some optometrists oppose the 
theory, citing that research has found that myopia 
usually stabilizes during a persons late teens or 
early 20s 

Sacramento optometrist Dr Jimmy Low. who has 
been prescribing contact lenses since 1955. said he 
now fits about 60 percent soft lenses and 40 percent 
hard contacts to new contact liens wearers 

Many people believe that 1) soft lenses are more 
comfortable than hard lenses, and 2) hard lenses are 
easier to care for than soft lenses. Both statements 
are false, say optometrists 

In the long run, it doesn t matter,” explains Low 

Initially, soft ienses are more comfortable, until you 

get used to the lid - sensation’ — the peculiar feeling 
of the eyelid sliding over the disc of plastic

People have the wrong idea,” Low said “There's 
not that much difference between hard and soft iens 
care, it's just that taking care of hard lenses seems 
easier because many dan't take proper care of them 
as they should 

So, which is better, hard or soft contact lenses? 
Some pertinent facts to consider 

soft lenses last only an average of 18 months 
hard lenses, Low said, “can fast indefinitely if you

seeking an optometrist’s services, reiterates, “Ex- 
cept for the initial wearing period, hard and soft 
lenses — at the final comfort level — are at the same 
level.” 

Both hard and soft lenses cari become con- 
taminated with bacteria if not properiy cleaned and 
stored. Although soft lenses require a daily disinfec- 
ting treatment — either by heating them in a salt 
soiution or soaking them overnight in a chemical 
solution -— they do not require greater care than 
hard lenses, as widely believed 


Orthokeratology 


Correcting eyesight with contacts 


In the 1960s. optometrists researching and pres- 
cribing contact lenses noted that the lenses often 
changed the shape or curve of the cornea. In ancient 
Japan, people would put little bags of shot on the 
eyelids of sleeping nearsighted persons. Upon 
removing the weight in the morning, they would find 
that their vision was improved considerably because 
their corneas had heen flattened 

Along the line of preventive care, orthokeratology 
was developed. Orthokeratology is likened to or- 
thodontics: a series of different prescription contact 
lenses are used to reshape the cornea and overcome 
nearsightedness — a !engthening of the eyeball ~ 
much the way orthodontists use metal braces to 
straighten teeth. 

Or. Jimmy Low and Dr. Robert Buffington are part 
of a group of eight Sacrarnento optometrists who 
practice orthokeratology. 

“Orthokeratology is now where orthodontics was 
at its beginnings,” Low said. “It’s a controversial field 
and some are violently opposed because it's a new 
procedure arid they question if it is worthwhile.” 

Buffington explained that his orthokeratology 
program costs between $400 and $1600, depending 
on the duration of the progran. 

“Initially, I'll fit the patient with regular contact 
lenses, then decide whether to stay with those 
lenses for control, or go with orthoker: tology for im- 
provement,” he said. 

Lens changes are frequent — an average of eight 


take care of them,” and has had patients with the 
same lenses for 15 years 

—the cost — varying between optometrists — 
range from $100 - $250 for hard lenses and from $200 
- $400 for soft lenses 

—soft lenses are less likely to pop out of the eye 
since they fit more snugly on the cornea, and are less 
likely to allow dust to become lodged under them 

—hard lenses require a daily regimen of wearing 
time; soft lenses allow for extended or abbreviated 
wearing time 


per year — and the improvement is slow and 
gradual, if at all 

“We'll stay with the program only as iong as there 
is improvement. We'll stop if no progress is made,” 
Buffington said 

One Buffington success story, a former CSUS 
student and football player who aspired to be a 
Highway Patroi officer, was an example of “in- 
credibie success. He improved his 20/400 vision to 
20/40 in 18 months and is now corrected to 20/25 — 
without ‘enses,” Buffington said 


In 1976, a research team at the Houston College 
of Optometry found that othokeratology did reduce 
myopia (nearsightedness) in many cases, but that it 
was a highly individualized process requiring close 
supervision by the optometrist. They conciuded that 
orthokeratology may produce side effects, and that 
the reduction of myopia, in general, was only 
somewhat p.. manent. 


Once maximum improvement is achieved, the 
Houston study said, total permanency is “ques- 
tionable.” The wearing of retainer contact lenses will 
be necessary for most patients, as determined by the 
orthokeratologist through periodic examination. 

The improvement obtainable through or- 
thokeratology can only be determined on an in- 
dividual basis but, for most cases. say or- 
thokeratologists, “marked improvement may be ex- 
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soft lenses are easily torn and scratched. hard 
lenses can be polished and modified to fit. but soft 
lenses cannot 
hard lenses have been credited for stopping the 
progression of myopia. soft lenses have no such 
preventive quality 
Although the initial outlay for contacts is high 
when compared to glasses, the long st is 
minimal. “After four years,” Buffington said, “you 
start saving money. For every pair of contacts, you 
have to get at least two pair of glasses 
He maintains thatthe price of contacts has stayed 
relatively the same over the past 15 years, while the 
price of glasses have risen dramatically “Fifteen 
years ago,’ he said, “hard lenses cost $200 Today 
they cost $200 Materials have increased in price, but 
now it takes less time to fit

Besides ordinary hard lenses and soft lenses 
research has developed an “X - Chrom iens.” which 
aids persons with color deficiencies 
blind” people — by intensifying the perception of 
color by increasing contrast. The X - Chrom iens is 
fitted on only the non - dominant eye images 
received by the brain from the eyes merge to form 
one image, and patients can see difference between 
the previously indistinguishable colors of red and 
green 

Also in early developmental stages is a bifocal 
contact lens. So far, Buffington reports, he has had 
limited success with the jenses on the market today, 
but sees “mono - vision” as a possible alternative for 
presyopes (persons whose eyes have trouble focus- 
ing at reading distance, a common vision problem 
afflicting those over 40) 

Mono - vision, an alternative solution to bifocals 
iS a fitting technique in which one eye is fitted witha 
lens for distance vision and one eye fitted for near 
vision. With this method, Buffington reports a “two - 
thirds success rate.’ 

Contact lens wearers are becoming a growing 
minority The American Optometric Association 
reports that the percentage of Americans wearing 
contact lenses have tripled in the past decade 
Although the majority of the 52 percent wearing 
prescription lenses in the ‘'-..cu otates prefer 
eyeglasses. co™*... renses — both hard and soft 
are Saining in popularity 

Checking statistics, the AOA found that 73 of all 
contact lenswearers are female. 46 percent fail into 
the age bracket 17-24. 36 percent are 25-44 years 
old, 10 percent are over 44 years old and 8 percent 
are under 16 

How old does one have to be in order to qualify to 
wear contact lenses? 

“When a youngster shows his parents that he can 
take care of the lenses," Buffington replied. “And 
motivation. With contact lenses, you have to be 
motivated. If you're motivated, then 100 percent of 
the time, you'll be successful. But.” he adds, “not 
everyone can wear contacts.” 

Sacramento optometrist Dr. Samuel Gong lists 
those with eye infection, severe hay fever or allergies 
and eye injury as possibly disqualified contact lens 
wearers. 

in Canada and Europe, contact lenses that cant 
worn for days, weeks, months, even years without 
removal are already available. A small number of 
Americans are wearing these experimental lenses, 
which are not yet cleared by the FDA for widespread 
distribution. 

Buffington predicts “a revolution within the next 
10 years. This is only the dawn of contacts. Research 
is coming up with incredible new material." 

He downplayed the notion that ‘contact lenses 
are a luxury and cost too much.’ “A study showed 
that many students who went to contacts from wear- 
ing glasses changed psychologically, their graces 
improved, their social lives improved and they 
became more self - confident.”
